I have a client in New York for whom I am trying to clear up 
certain points in regard to a JOHN JONES, supposed to have married a ANY or NANCY 
YOUNG. The Young chart, which he sent me says that John Jones married’ daughter 
of Francis Young the elder--while your recorcs show that a John Jones in 1812 was 
married to ANNE vie presumably a daughter of Bennett Young (who in the Young chart 
is shown as a brothér of ANNE. Also you will note variance in stateent between your 
record and the Young Chart as to the marriage of Bennett Young's widow. I am taking the 
liberty of sending you a few pages of work notes, showing the facts as recited--in the 
hopes that your knowledge (as the recognized authority on I.ofW.records) may help me in 
straightening this out. There is also in this connection a record we would like 
to establish, i.e., whether the ELIZABETH who married BRANCIS YOUNG, was, as stated in 
Boddie's 17th Century I.of W.,a daughter of tim. Sennett (see notes). 

I shall be happy to have your opinion on these points, and will be 
very glad inceea to reciprocate whenever you call on me. 

I am now 73 years old, and getting a little slow, but the S.A.R. 
National Society refused to listen to my request, and re-elected me their Historian 
General in Williansburg, last May. 

I have gotten a good deal of pleasure from your I.of W.records 
and have recommended them to several people working along my line.
